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TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the TOWN OF LANDAFF, in the COUNTY of 
GRAFTON, in said STATE, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the TOWN HALL in said 
LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, polls to be open from 
5 p.m. to10 p.m. and at eight of the clock in the evening, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for T.R.A. 
roads and raise and appropriate $344. 85 for the same. The 
State's share is $2,299.01. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Dd. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $351.65 for the White Mt. Region Association. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $350.00 for the North Country Home Health Agency, Inc. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $377. 50 for the White Mountain Community Services. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $303.00 for the support of the North Country Council. 


9. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $1, 500.00 for 
repair of and addition to the Town Garage and authorize the 
withdrawal of $1,500.00 or such other amounts as may be avail- 
able for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972. (Advertised use - Town Garage) 


10. 
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To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to pay on Dec- 
ember 31 the balance, if any, of the money appropriated for 
fires to the Volunteer Fire Department. 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Zoning Ordinance as 
proposed by the Planning Board, 


To see if the Town will vote to elect members of the Planning 
Board by official ballot. 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Subdivision Regulations. 


To see if the Town wishes to reappraise all properties and if so, 
if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to employ the Appraisal 
Division of the Department of Revenue Administration to do the 
appraisal at an estimated cost of $7,000.00. 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow such 
monies as are needed to start operation of the Sewage Plant not 
to exceed $1,500.00. These monies will be repaid to the Town 
by the users. 


To see if the Town will vote to pay the Tax Collector 1% of all 
property and resident taxes he receives instead of the salary he 
now receives, 


To see if the Town will vote to buy a new truck and authorize 
the Selectmen to draw $3, 000.00 from the equipment fund and 
the remainder from the 1976 surplus. 


If Article 17 does not pass, will the Town vote to appropriate 
$2,000.00 to be added to the equipment fund. 


To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF & TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has 
recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a 
joint state and town or city responsibility. Local authorities rec- 
ommend names of persons to the State Forester, who appoints one 
person as town or city fire warden and several other persons as 
town or city deputy fire wardens to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside 
fires, when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a 
written permit for kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such 
times and in such places as the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organ- 
ization in modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. 
The State also provides back up personnel and equipment for 
Suppression and prevention activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of 


the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States 
for the past 20 years.

The school health program was carried out as usual. All pupils were 
given physical examinations by Dr. E. B. McGregor, the school physician. 
Parents were notified of any problems found. 


Heights, weights, audio and visual screenings were done on all pupils 
by the school nurse. Notices of any problems found were sent to parents. 


All pupils are again participating in the plaque control program, a new 
method of controlling decay, sponsored by the State Department of Dental 
Health. This program proved very successful last year and will be continued. 
Children in the second grade were given a dental examination by Dr. G. A. Clark, 
under the dental clinic program. 


The preschool vision and hearing clinic was held in October. Several 
children have been seen at the state sponsored clinics, such as Sight 
Conservation, Cardiac and Crippled Childrens. 

I have attended several school nursing workshops and continue to attend 
the monthly nurse meeting under the supervision of White Mountain Community 
Services. These programs have been very helpful.
